With the passage of memorial 
resolutions during its December 
27 meeting, Romulus City Council 
acknowledged the recent loss of 
three pillars of the community- A1 
Post, Joseph Lambert and 
Jeanette Sims. 

The elected officials present 
expressed their sadness at the De¬ 
cember 26 death of Post, editor of 
MCN’s ROMULUS ROMAN. With 
one voice, they praised him as 
both a reporter and a human be¬ 
ing. 

“He was a very professional 
man and an excellent writer,” said 
Chairman Randolph Gear. “He 
wa$ very approachable; a lot of 
people were able to talk to A1 on a 
one-to-one basis.” Gear also com¬ 
mented that Post was a “vast 


storehouse of knowledge” about 
the city, and added that he will be 
greatly missed. 

Councilman William Wads¬ 
worth expressed his belief that 
Post always tried to be fair, and 
Councilman William Crova 
agreed, saying, “I thought he did a 
very good job. He would write 
both sides of a story, whether it 
was pro or whether it was con. 
Whether you agreed with him or 
you disagreed with him, you had 
to respect him for the opportunity 
that he took to write each side.” 

With a glance at the spot where 
Post usually sat during his faithful 
attendance at council meetings, 
Councilwoman Debbie Romak 
said, “I’m gonna miss looking over 
there in the third or fourth seat 
because it was like his reserved 
seat Many nights, as we all know, 
he was the only one here watching 


us.” 

“I especially enjoyed his writ¬ 
ings and his observations when it 
was election time,” she continued. 
“I looked at time as our political 
analyst here.” 

Councilman Michael Prybyla 
stated, “Someone mentioned ear¬ 
lier that not everybody here 
agreed or disagreed with A1 all the 
time, and that’s true. 

“But one thing that’s for sure is 
that he was dedicated to the city. 
He attended all the events, no 
matter what type, and commented 
on those events in the paper.” 

Post’s efforts to include cover¬ 
age of local school events was 
mentioned by Councilman Donald 
Morris, who is also the district’s 
director of maintenance and oper¬ 
ations. 

“I know he was very close to 
the school administration, and I 


know that Romulus Schools will 
miss him because he put a lot of 
their articles in the paper,” he 
said. 

Councilman LeRoy Burcroff, 
one of Post’s fellow congregation 
members at Romulus’s Communi¬ 
ty United Methodist Church, not¬ 
ed, “He took his job at the paper 
very seriously. I think he worked 
hard, both with the city and with 
the schools, to try to get stories 
printed.” 

With the passing of local busi¬ 
nessman Joseph Lambert, Romu¬ 
lus lost a man who was such an in¬ 
tegral part of the community that 
he “seemed like he was just a per¬ 
manent fixture,” according to 
Gear. 

* “Mr Lambert was a unique in¬ 
dividual who goes back a long 
time in Romulus’s history, said 
Crova. “I think he came to Romu¬ 


lus in the ‘40’s and has been here 
ever since” 

“He’s an individual who did a 
lot for the town,” Crova continued. 
“Probably the only reason that Ro¬ 
mulus has a Secretary of State of¬ 
fice is because of Mr Lambert and 
Mr Lambert’s affiliation with the 
State of Michigan and his strong 
dedication to keeping the down¬ 
town Romulus business district 
going....I know that he actually 
went to Lansing and lobbied quite 
hard and was very successful” 

Lambert died December 22. 
Services were held at Clover Hill 
Park Cemetery in Birmingham. 

Jeannette Sims was an employ¬ 
ee of Romulus Schools and was 
active in the Community United 
Methodist Church on many differ¬ 
ent levels. The 63-year-old Sims 
died December 15. Burial was at 
Romulus Memorial Cemetery

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More salt used in December 
than all of last year in Romulus 


After a closed executive ses¬ 
sion with the city’s environmental 
attorney last Wednesday, the Ro¬ 
mulus City Council approved two 
resolutions related to the haz¬ 
ardous material injection well 
controversy. 

The first resolution simply au¬ 
thorized the administration to 
mail notices to residents of the fi¬ 
nal public hearing the Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Quality 
(DEQ) is holding on its intent to is¬ 
sue a permit for the well. The 
hearing will be held at the Romu¬ 
lus High School at 7:30PM on Jan¬ 
uary 17,2001. 

That hearing may be a bit con¬ 
troversial in that State Police will 
be providing security as a result of 
anonymous threats made against 
the DEQ. 

The second resolution autho¬ 
rized the Mayor to sign an “inter¬ 
local agreement” with Wayne 
County and the City of Taylor. 
While some details remain to be 
worked out before the final docu¬ 
ment is available to the public, the 


general purpose is said to provide 
for unified action among the three 
entities with regard to the injec¬ 
tion well. 

Each of the three governmen¬ 
tal units would have two repre¬ 
sentatives in the body created by 
the agreement. Mayor William 
Oakley and Council member Deb¬ 
bie R’/'-rnak would represent Ro¬ 
mulus. Representatives for the 
other two entities had not been 
named at press time Sources say 
actions proposed by the coalition, 
which have to be reached by 
unanimous agreement among the 
six representatives, would still re¬ 
quire the approval of the three 
govemingbodies. 

Some speculate that the pact 
might buttress the claim of the 
City of Taylor to the right to partic- 
ipate in actions regarding the 
well. 

Taylor was ruled, by an admin¬ 
istrative law judge, not to have 
“standing” in the dispute over 
wetlands at the proposed Citrin 
Drive well site. 


Park to receive former

Former mayor Beverly 
McAnally will be honored on Sat¬ 
urday, May 12, when the Romulus 
will rededicate Cordell Park in 
her name.

fact that Metro Airport effectively 
split our city made the need for 
neighborhood parks especially 
great. 

“I’m flattered that they saw fit 
to do this, and thank them very 
much,” said a surprised McAnally, 
when contacted after the meeting. 
“Although my neighborhood has a 
dubious future because of Wayne 
County’s development plans, it’s 
nice to know that I’ll be remem¬ 
bered as long as the park re¬ 
mains.” 


You can add the folks that sell 
windshield washer solvent and 
road salt to the list of those loving 
this season’s snowy weather. 

So far this winter season, City 
of Romulus DPW employees have 
already spread the amount of 
road salt they usually lay down in 
an entire season, and that was just 
in December 

“We have already used nearly 
6,000 tons of road salt and cleared 
100 miles of roads and several ma¬ 
jor truck routes, six separate 
times,” reported Romulus DPW 
Director, Mr. David J. Paul. 

In addition to the need for 
snow removal, Paul said, “This 
season’s icy weather has brought 
on a rash of water main breaks.” 
“We typically see main breaks in 
Michigan cities throughout the 
season, it’s customary. However, 
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bitter temperatures have ener¬ 
gized the process a bit,” Paul 
added while remarking that DPW 
employees fixed three different 
breaks on Christmas day alone. 
“All of which were repaired and 
placed back into service only 
hours later.” 

Though a factor, inclement 
weather is no secret in Michigan 
in spite of the milder winters we 
have had recently. The DPW was 
eager to report that they are pre¬ 
pared with well-maintained 
equipment, capable employees 
who understand the routes and a 
dome that allows the city to pur¬ 
chase salt in bulk 

“What the dome does for us,” 
responded Foreman George 
Simko, “is it guarantees we have 
the quantity we need and because 
it’s covered it doesn’t bind togeth¬ 


er and clump...it’s all useable.” 
The salt'dorne is a new addition to 
the city’s snow-fighting arsenal 
and was negotiated as part of the 
DPW deal by Mayor William Oak¬ 
ley with Wayne County. 

“We are working hard to en¬ 
sure that our residents are incon¬ 
venienced by the snow as little as 
possible,” Paul added in closing. 
“The greatest assistance they can 
give us in doing that job is to be 
vigilant in removing motor vehi¬ 
cles from roadsides when snow¬ 
fall exceeds six inches. 

“There have been times when 
we have had to remove cars to en¬ 
sure the roads could be cleared 
for emergency vehicles, but that 
takes time. Besides, having to re¬ 
move peoples cars is something 
we would rather never have to

Funds to determine extent of dumping 


The Oakley administration, 
which has been active in pursuing 
environmental clean-up grants, 
announced Thursday that it has 
received a grant of approximately 
$2,500 (the exact amount depen¬ 
dant upon the work to be per¬ 
formed) to cover the cost of an en¬ 
vironmental impact assessment 
on a parcel located adjacent to a 
public park 

“Dumping practices occurring 
many years ago may have impact¬ 
ed the property located next to 
Elmer Johnson Park,” said Mayor 
William Oakley. “A scientific as¬ 
sessment is the only way to know 
for sure. Once we know what we 
are dealing with, we can begin de¬ 
veloping a plan on how to remedi¬ 
ate it if the study shows the need.” 

The Mayor, who has amassed 
an impressive list of successful 
grant ftmded clean-up projects in¬ 
cluding the old Romulus Lumber 
& Supply property on Goddard 
Road, the Satterlee Dump Site 
which is now under study for use 
as a municipal golf course, and a 
parcel on Northline Road, added 
this new parcel to the list by ac¬ 
cepting a grant from the Downriv¬ 
er Community Conference. 

The newest grant brings the to¬ 
tal money the city has received 


from the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (MDEQ), 
the U.S. Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency (EPA) and now the 
Downriver Community Confer¬ 
ence (DCO to over 1.5 million dol¬ 
lars and counting. The DCC is an 
association of Downriver Commu¬ 
nities. which meet to discuss is¬ 
sues of mutual concern. 

Those issues frequently in¬ 
clude discussing the impact of 
poor environmental practices that 
occurred throughout Wayne Coun¬ 
ty during the industrialization of 
the area during and after World 
War II. The grant is one of several 
issued through the DCC to its sub¬ 
sidiary, the Downriver Communi¬ 
ties Brownfield Consortium. 

Actual assessment work will 
begin no earlier than the spring of 
2001 and will include review of 
historical photographs, docu¬ 
ments and geological data ob¬ 
tained from tests and retrieved 
from files housed with the Michi¬ 
gan Department of Environmen¬ 
tal Quality. 

Referred to as a “Phase One 
Search,” it is the first step in a de¬ 
tailed and carefully orchestrated 
process designed to tell experts 
precisely what, if anything, exists

The resolution calls upon each 
and every citizen to..."honor the 
memory of Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr, and the principles he so 
eloquently shared with a grateful 
nation.”

Program offers food to children

In the dead of winter there is 
nothing deadlier than being 
homeless and hungry. 

For the hungry, there are some 
programs that may alleviate the 
pain for awhile. 

This week, officials at Starfish 
Family Head Start announced 
that they are again sponsoring the 
Child and Adult Care Food pro¬ 
gram. The program is designed 
primarily to provide meals to chil¬ 
dren in child care centers, outside 
school hours programs and family 
day care homes. 

Meals are available at no sepa¬ 
rate charge to all children 12 
years of age or under, migrant 
children 15 years of age or under, 
older disabled children, and chil¬ 
dren enrolled in an After School 
At-Risk program who were 18 
years old or under at the start of 
the school year at Inkster Head 
Start 

In the operation of the Adult 


Care Food Program no child will 
be discriminated against because 
of race, color, national origin, sex, 
age or disability. 

Any person who believes that 
he or she has been discriminated 
against in any USDA-related activ¬ 
ity should write immediately to 
the Secretary of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C. 20250. 

If the child’s family income 
falls below the following guide¬ 
lines, his/her meals are eligible 
for free or reduced price reim¬ 
bursement 

Here are the categories, ac¬ 
cording to “Family Size”, FYee- “A’ 
Annual Income; and Reduced 
Price - “B” Annual Income chart: 

If the family size is One, the 
child will receive free meals if the 
family income is $10,855 or less; 
and reduced price, if the family 
income is $15,448; Family Size “2”, 
the incomes, are $14,625 and 
$20,813; Family of 3, the income 
amounts are $18,395 and $26,178; 
Family of 4 - $22,165 and $22,166.

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on somber occasion 


There are many good people in 
this world, and many of them live 
here in the wonderful community 
of Romulus. I say this because I re¬ 
ceived an education last week on 
just how good people can be. The 
occasion was a somber one - veter¬ 
an reporter A1 Post was hospital¬ 
ized and then a couple days later 
passed away (see last week’s 
Mike’s Musings for details). 

Post was the community editor 
for Romulus and had been for a 
dozen years. He was loved by many 
and hated by others. However, his 
motto seemed to be “fairness 
above all else”, and friends and 
foes seemed to recognize that. 

: I write that because as his boss I 
have never experienced such an 
outpouring of concern and genuine 
interest from a community or 
group of people in helping the 
newspaper make it through the 
next several weeks as we struggle 
to find a replacement for Post. 

First on the phone was Doug 
Wicklund, President of EDS, the 
deepwell concern that has been 
fighting City Hall in and out of 
court for many years. As soon as he 
heard about Post’s tragedy called 
and called often showing deep 
concern for A1 and his family. He 
was the first to donate to the A1 
Post Memorial Fund, and his dona¬ 
tion was extremely generous. 

Then there was the Mayor. May¬ 
or William Oakley and Assistant 
Mayor Dave Cox expressed grave 
concern even though they had 
been at odds with Post on some oc¬ 
casions. Cox, has been especially 



helpful, 
being a 
ready, 
willing 
and able 
source for 
city news. 

Dick Kruse of Romulus Schools, 
a steady source of school informa¬ 
tion and photos, offered to provide 
even more information. The Romu¬ 
lus News, an every other week 
newspaper, called and offered to 
help in any way we might need 
them. Jim Rarey, a columnist for 
MCN and a long time Romulus ac¬ 
tivist, extended his pen to write 
whatever we needed. 

The list goes on. Tears welled in 
my eyes as I heard the kind words 
former City Councilman, Jimmie 
Raspberry made in an impromptu 
speech during services. Jill Mar¬ 
tin, fire department secretary and 
John Thiede, fireman, were at the 
funeral home to offer condolences 
and help. And EDS opponents, 
Councilwoman Debbie Romak and 
activist R.P Lilly attended the fu¬ 
neral. 

In my mind, even though it was a 
tragic and somber occasion, it was 
one of Romulus’s brightest. 

For the first time in ages, The 
Mayor, Wicklund, Romak, and 
Raspberry were on the same page. 
Politics were tossed out the win¬ 
dow, and a true sense of communi¬ 
ty prevailed. 

I for one have a much greater re¬ 
spect for the community known as 
Romulus, and the great people 
that inhabit it. 


Al Post practiced his faith 


; For the last ten years this 
writer was privileged to know Al 
Post as a friend and fellow jour¬ 
nalist. A week ago Tuesday, Al 
succumbed to a stroke he had 
suffered the previous FHday. 

• The longtime reporter and 
writer will be sorely missed by 
his fellow workers and readers in 
the six Michigan Community 
Newspapers. 

; Al was a reporter’s reporter. 
He was from the “old” school of 
journalism. His news articles 
stuck to “just the facts, ma’am.” 
Although he held strong views on 
rpany subjects, they were not dis¬ 
cernible in his news items. Those 
Were reserved for his incisive 
(and often humorous) columns. 

For many years, Al’s beat was 
Romulus. He became one of the 
most knowledgeable persons 
around about the community. He 
was scheduled to add Belleville 
to his coverage this week. 

Some complained that cover¬ 
age of the city was too negative. 
That was Al’s complaint as well. 

; He often explained (as any re¬ 



porter knows) that bad news grav¬ 
itates to a newspaper like metal 
filings to a magnet 

Good news, however, had to be 
dug out like a dentist pulling 
teeth. Al was always on the look¬ 
out for positive stories to include 
in the paper. 

But Al was much more than 
just a newspaperman. He held a 
deep sense of caring for his com¬ 
munity and fellow man. He was a 
member of the board of directors 
for the local Salvation Army as he 
was in Illinois when he worked 
there. He was a faithful member 
of the United Methodist Church 
in Romulus and wrote many arti¬ 
cles covering various church ac¬ 
tivities in the area. 

In weekly breakfast get-togeth¬ 
ers this writer had with Al at a lo¬

cal restaurant over the last cou¬ 
ple of years, he expressed deep 
concern over the general moral 
decline in the nation. He de¬ 
plored the “political correctness” 
that was savaging religious 
(Bible) principles throughout the 
(culture. 

We spent many hours dis¬ 
cussing local, national and inter¬ 
national issues. We were sched¬ 
uled to meet for breakfast on the 
morning he suffered his stroke. 

Above all, Al Post was a Christ¬ 
ian gentleman. His faith was not 
just a Sunday go-to-church kind. 
He practiced it, in the current 
vernacular, 24/7 (all the time). He 
was a model to be emulated both 
as a journalist and a human be¬ 
ing. 

Those of us left behind will 
miss Al. But we can take comfort 
in knowing he has gone to his just 
and happy reward. That at the 
sounding of the last trumpet he 
will be raised to join Jesus Christ 
and be with him forever (I 
Corinthians 15:52). 

Al, we will meet again. 


Predictions are neither art nor 
science. They’re a game. 

Often they’re a trap — as with 
last year’s presidential election, 
when nobody got it right 

In the roller coaster year of 
2000, from Westland to Wall Street 
to Hollywood predictions wouldn’t 
stay on track 

On Jan. 1, 2000, Westland citi¬ 
zens expected that the newly 
elected city council to approve a 
$20 million community center, not 
a recall. 

Wall Street speculators expect¬ 
ed the stock market to soar, not 
sour 

Couch potatoes expected Jerry 
Springer, not Regis, to rule the air 
waves. 

Not only were most of last 
year’s predictions wrong, they 
boomeranged. 

So I don’t offer the following 
prediction as Gospel, only some¬ 
thing I want to be on record as for- 
casting because, if it happens, it 
will be more revolutionary than 
the Internet 

I predict this: the US govern¬ 
ment will fork over billions of dol¬ 
lars to African-Americans for 
reparations for housing discrimi¬ 
nation. 

This prediction isn’t coming 
out of the clear blue. 

Since 1989, Rep. John Conyers, 
D-Detroit, has proposed bills call¬ 
ing for an official study of slavery 
and its impact 

The reparations movement has 
snowballed to the point where 
many cities, including Detroit, 
Chicago and Washington, have 
passed resolutions uiging federal 
hearings into the impact of slav¬ 
ery. 



The California legislature 
passed a law requiring insurance 
companies to disclose any policies 
they held covering losses incurred 
by slave-owners when slaves died. 
The state has also commissioned 
a team of academics to research 
the history of slavery and report 
how current California businesses 
have profited from it 

And a team of lawyers, led by 
Harvard law professor Charles 
Ogletree, are preparing to sue the 
federal government and surviving 
businesses that profited from slav¬ 
ery. 

The group, which formed dur¬ 
ing an interview about slavery 
reparations at Harper’s, calls 
themselves the Reparations As¬ 
sessment Group. 

The group includes Johnnie 
Cochran, of OJ fame; Alexander 
Pires Jr., who won a $1 billion set¬ 
tlement for black farmers who 
claimed discrimination by the US 
Department of Agriculture; and 
Richard Scruggs, who won a $368 
billion dollar settlement for states 
against tobacco companies. 

“We will be seeking more than 
just monetary compensation,” 
Ogletree told an English newspa¬ 
per. “We want a change in Ameri¬ 
ca. We want full recognition, and a 
remedy, of how slavery stigma¬ 
tized, raped, murdered and ex¬ 
ploited millions of Africans 
through no fault of their own.” 


But despite the moral case that 
can be made for slavery repara¬ 
tions, I predict that the federal 
courts will not hand over billions 
of dollars for slavery reparations. 
After 135 years, it’s difficult for 
African-Americans to identify cul¬ 
pable plantation owners and 
prove damages. Even if they 
could, statute of limitations laws 
would be a barrier. So would a 
1995 decision by the US Ninth Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Appeals rejecting 
slavery reparations. 

The group has a much better 
shot arguing the case for living vic¬ 
tims of housing discrimination 
during the 1940s and 1950s, when 
the federal government had sanc¬ 
tioned mortgage covenants that 
excluded blacks and, it will be ar¬ 
gued, prevented them from being 
assimilated into the middle class. 

Some Reparations Assessment 
Group lawyers told Harper’s that 
the courts have already awarded 
reparations to Japanese-Ameri- 
cans held in internment camps 
during WW2, so there should be 
no difficulty going back to the 
1940s. 

While it’s unknown how many 
housing discrimination victims

While a case of this size would 
not likely be settled for many 
years — long after most of the vic¬ 
tims have died out — it will get 
dicey, I predict oncq the plaintiffs’ 
arguments hit home and a collec¬ 
tive guilt threatens the reputation 
and institutions of the Land of the 
Free.

The Pentagon peddles sweatshop goods 


; When he was mayor of 
Philadelphia, Frank Rizzo was 
charged with nepotism in the hir¬ 
ing of the city fire commissioner, 
to which he responded: “Whad- 
dtaya mean nepotism? He’s my 
brother!” 

I Likewise, the Pentagon seems 
confused on the concept of ethical 
dealings — not over the hiring of 
relatives, but in the buying of 
some of its supplies. In particular, 
the Air Force Exchange Service, 
which runs 1,400 stores on U.S. 
military bases around the world, 
hauling in some $7 billion a year 
in sales, has been getting much of 
the apparel that it sells in these 
stores from a notorious sweatshop 
in Nicaragua 



This violates policy, regula¬ 
tions, common decency. . . . and 
our nation’s moral principles. The 
Chentex factory, owned by a Tai¬ 
wanese textile conglomerate, em¬ 
ploys 1,800 workers who sew 
35,000 pair of jeans a day. The 
jeans retail in the Exchange stores 
for about $30 a pair, but the work¬ 
ers are paid only 20 cents for each 
pair, which adds up to an abysmal 
sub-poverty wage — even in im¬ 


poverished Nicaragua. 

Also, Chentex workers are not 
allowed to go to the bathroom 
without being monitored; they 
work up to 70 hours a week (in¬ 
cluding forced overtime); and it’s 
not unusual for them to be 
screamed at and hit by factory 
managers. 

Not surprisingly, to try to im¬ 
prove conditions, many have at¬ 
tempted to form a union, demand¬ 
ing an 8-cent increase in pay for 
each pair of jeans that they make 
— an increase that obviously 
would have no impact on the con¬ 
sumer price and would not pinch 
corporate profits. 

Yet, when more than 150 of 
them went on strike for this mod¬ 


icum of fairness, Chentex fired 
them. 

The Pentagon is one of this 
sweatshop’s largest customers. 
Rep. Cynthia McKinney of Geor¬ 
gia is working to stop the Penta¬ 
gon from coddling sweatshop la¬ 
bor with your and my tax dollars.

Schools mock 
core values 


To the editor: 

A dollar gets you a “Core Val¬ 
ues Friendship bracelet" and stu¬ 
dent definitions of each value 
chosen by Dearborn Public 
Schools and incorporated in its 
core-values based curriculum - in¬ 
tegrity, honesty courtesy respon¬ 
sibility and respect for self and 
others. The Dearborn School 
Board has received national 
recognition for its strong empha¬ 
sis on core values. Their website 
proclaims, “We try very hard to 
make these values more than just 
words on paper; to make them 
part of our teaching and part of 
the example we set for our stu¬ 
dents." It's evident that the stu¬ 
dents have gotten the message 
loud and clear. The bracelets - a 
hit with students and teachers 
alike - are the brainchild of stu¬ 
dents involved in Students Taking 
a New Direction (STAND). 

Meanwhile, the 315 June grad¬ 
uates of Dearborn High School 
(DHS) are still in the dark about 
the hushed controversy revolving 
around the 2000 yearbook What 
they have received can only be 
viewed as a totally unethical re¬ 
sponse to an embarrassment re¬ 
sulting from a lackluster attitude 
regarding the academic journal¬ 
ism program at their alma mater. 
The added insult of a non-re¬ 
sponse equals treatment that is: 
dishonest, discourteous, irrespon¬ 
sible, and most certainly disre¬ 
spectful. 

It began the week of gradua¬ 
tion when DHS parents, Bob and 
Janice Temske, confronted the 
principal and the Dearborn 
School Board with evidence of 
more than 250 spelling and gram¬ 
matical errors - not counting mis¬ 
spellings of names - and a com¬ 
plete lack of balanced coverage of 
student life at DHS. Appalled and 
outraged as to how they yearbook 
could have made it to publication 
riddled with errors, they demand¬ 
ed an acknowledgement to the 
graduating seniors and their par¬ 
ents. They were ignored. As the 
Temskes have rallied in support 
of DHS students past and pre¬ 


sent the spin by the DHS Admin- 
istration and the Dearborn 
School Board has been to make 
the messengers the problem. The 
Temskes have spend nearly seven 
months gathering and sharing in¬ 
formation with the principal, the 
school board members, the su¬ 
perintendent and the head of sec¬ 
ondary education. To no 
avail.What they have discovered 
is that the DHS journalism pro¬ 
gram is inconsistent with the oth¬ 
er Dearborn high schools. 

• At Edsel Fbrd High School, for 
example, the yearbook classes are 
treated as serious academic offer¬ 
ings. The students are there to 
learn and be trained. 

• Although a for-credit class, 
DHS turns the yearbook over to 
the students (student-directed) 
and lists it among leisure-time ac¬ 
tivities such as the Chess and De¬ 
bate Clubs. The students are un¬ 
prepared for the important task 
laid at their feet: to produce the 
historical record of the year. As 
the 2000 yearbook staff itself de¬ 
fined it, “to create a wonderful 
way for students to remember 
their high school years." 

• The students’ enthusiasm and 
desire are apparent The students 
simply lack the skills and are put 
in a lose-lose situation. Those re¬ 
sponsible, the adults both at DHS 
and the School Board who are 
looking away, have short-changed 
not only the academic opportunity 
of those students interested in 
journalism - but also all those set 
to treasure the history that is sup¬ 
posed to be proudly and accurate¬ 
ly reported in their yearbook 

• The Temskes researched 
DHS yearbooks for the last sever¬ 
al years and found the quality to 
be on a downslide until it hit bot¬ 
tom in 2000. They were disheart¬ 
ened to find evidence of plagia¬ 
rism - identical copy and ideas 
used from year-to-year, an obvious 
affront to the Student Code of 
Conduct
